On January 15, a 
seemingly typical day, 
something happened 
that was definitely out 
of the ordinary. Shortly 
after Adams opened 
the store, bricks from 
above the windows of 
the video store and 
John's Butcher Shop 
crashed to the 
sidewalk. 

Weather and wear 
destroyed the bricks 
which still held the old 
Trump Cleaners sign. It 
also dropped to the 
sidewalk, its wires 
hitting the window on 
the descent. While the 
window did not break, 
the front entrance to 
Crystal Video and the 
only entrance to some 
upstairs apartments 



was blocked. 

As a result of the 
disaster, the bricks 
from above the 
storefronts were 
removed to allow for 
placement of new 
bricks.

It was a regular day in the 
iMeadowlands, the home of 
the New York Jets.

After a 
few seconds, the Jets 
defensive end Marvin 
Washington went to check on 
Byrd and learned that Byrd had 
no feeling in his legs. He was 
rushed to the Lenox Hill Hospital 
in New York City where he 
learned he was primarily 
paralyzed from the upperchest 
down. This was one of the more 
serious incidents.

Utley. L.A. Rams tackle David 
Rocker was trying to deflect a 
pass in a 1991 game against 
the Detroit Lions when guard 
Mike Utley was hit hard on the 
head as Rocker landed.

"The NorthWood High 
' School Logue was 
printed by the Newsfoto 
Yearbook Company in San 
Angelo, Texas. Five 
hundred and sixty copies 
of the 1993 yearbook 
were sold. The book 
contained 192 pages plus 
an eight page tip-in, 
making two hundred 
pages. 

The twenty-fourth 
volume of the Logue 
contained ten point avant 
garde body copy. 
Captions were eight point 
avant garde with bold 
kickers. Each caption had 
a one pica by one pica 
square preceding it. Spot 
colors. Royal Purple #71 
and Kelly Green #21, were 
used on the first signature. 
Four-color was used on 
the first flat. In addition, 
the tip-in contained color 
senior photographs. 

On the cover, green 
#840, purple #056, and 
silver fractal foil were 
used. The design also 
included embossing and 



shrunken leather grain. 

The "DIFFERENT" was 48 
point avant garde. "Is" 
was 48 point opus. 
"GOOD" was printed in 
108 point geneva extra 
bold. "NWHS" and "1993" 
was 30 point avant garde. 
"Logue" was 48 point 
Jefferson script. 

The theme "DIFFERENT is 
GOOD" was chosen 
because of the positive 
changes in the school, 
community, and nation.
